TO THE RESIDENT RATEPAYERS, 


An estimate of Expenditure is made yearly by the Council and upon that estimate as finally 
approved the tax levy of the Municipality' is based. 

Every year one of the items under consideration is that of Public Health expenditures/ and 
as this expenditure can pile up in a year in the most alariming (manner, should there be any sickness 
in the Municipality, tin ere is usually a very fair estimate allowed for this item. 

In the year 19'21 Public Health expense was $126.25; in the year 1923 this jumped to $943.75; 
and for the first ten months of 1924 the expenditure has been $739.27 

Our Medical Health Officers have stated that a good deal of sickness has been caused by people 

not taking proper precautions and by there being a great slackness in the manner of reporting 

Communicable Disease; and this lack of regard for the health of the community is one of the causes 
of the heavy expenditure; and that is by no means the worst part of it. 

The Council are by virtue of office a Municipal Board of Health but the efforts put forth for 

the health of the District are as naught if the individuals in the district do not shoulder the respons¬ 

ibility which is their’s in the matter of the protection of the Public Health. 

The Public Health Act places upon each householder thie responsibility of the reporting of 
Communicable Disease, and it is the wish of the Council that reporting be done promptly and that 
precautionary measures be taken by anyone suspecting disease until they know whether there is any 
cause for action or not. 

The Council do not wish to cause unnecessary hardship or inconvenience to anyone, but it 
must he remembered that when the Health of the District is threatened they cannot consider the 
pleasure or convenience of the individual, and it should always be remembered that the'Council are 
but elected members of yourselves trying to do their best in the interest of the whole community. 

Enclosed you will find a Health Card and a bulletin which the Council have obtained readily 
from the Department of Public Health and the School Hygene Department when these departments 
knew to what good use they were to be put. It is askd by the Council that these he kept handily 
by in the home and referred to when thought necessary, and each householder is asked by the Council 
to give serious consideration at all times to matters pertaining to the Public Health. 

We have had disease in the district, and so far have been very lucky at not having more 
deaths than w<e have had. The disease has been in in jrnild form and for that reason wlas all the more 
dangerous. 

In closing I would ask that you give to the Council your whole hearted sincere co-operation 
in the matter of maintaining the health of yourself and district, and the reduction of expenditure 
caused by disease in your Municipality.
